United States Steamer Baltimore, by reason 
of the attack in the City of Valparaiso, Oct. 
16, 1891, and to secure this end he is author- 
ized to employ such means or exercise such 
power as may be necessary.” 

This is a.pretty strong resolution, but it is 
not a declaration of war. The present idea 
of the leaders in Congress is that neither 
branch should commit itself yet to either war 
or arbitration. Before such extreme meas- 
ures are decided on further communication 
will be awaited from the Executive Depart- 
ment.. But should the official reply to the ul- 
timatum be unsafisfactory there is little ques- 
tion that the resoluiion will be adopted sub- 
stantially as given'above. This would mean 
a naval demonstration as a means of securing 
reparation or asa preliminary to war. 

What is knowm &s the Paraguayan precedent 
was discussed by the Senate committee. That 
was during President Buchanan’s administra- 
tion, when in retaliation for the killing of an 
American seaman directed a fleet of 
war vessels to be sent up the river to the cap- 
italof Paraguay.

The banquet began at 6 o'clock. First the 
new President, George E. Adams, was intro-

— On the other hand, we hope to ave fuel for 
sia Mr. Kimbark’s Paper. 

S. D. Kimbark read a paper tending toshow 
from his personal experience what could be 
accomplished in the direction of abating the 
smoke nuisance. He urged the necessity of 
improvement in methods of feedmg furnaces. 
Uniformity of fuel supply would imsure a 
great reduction of amount of smoke. .The 
best method of obtaining the result was auto- 
matic feeding of furnaces, which would insure 
a constant supply at all times and never an 
excessive supply. The stokers were doubtless 
to blame for a great waste of fuel and an 
excessive percentage of smoke in the 
products of combustion. He did not place 
much reliance in devices for consuming 
smoke, Qil, he said, had been favored by 
some, but the results were worse than with 
coal, for, while smoke is filthy, the fumes of 
oil are suffocating. Manufactured or fuel gas 
seemed the only feasible substitute for coal, 
and the first step in the line of improvement 
shouid be to convert the City Council to some 
practical plan of action. There is no use try- 
ing todo anything while the city itself is the 
chief offender. 

William Naylor, chief engineer for Marshall 
Field & Co., said: 

Smoke can be prevented by having proper fur- 
nace construction and uniform operation thereof. 
If conditions do not remain constantly favorable 
smoke will almust invariably be produced.

LECTURE BY W. M. R, FRENCH. 


The Seventh of the Art Institute Course= 
“Innocence of Vision” the Sabject.
